here have been many, but important changes around PHS that 
many people have yet to notice, or appreciate. All of those small 
changes are apart of one of the biggest processes that most 
people don't even known about. The accreditation process is 
an evaluation of the school done by an outside group called 
Advanced Education. These educators give the school a "grade" 
based on different categories, full accreditation being the highest 
possible grade. 

"We got full accreditation, only six percent of schools 
get it!" says Assistant Principal Michael 
Spangna. 

The process of accreditation is all about 
self-reflection; the school gives itself an 
evaluation and then Advanced Education 
comes in and verifies the schools claim. 

If you think the school accrediation is 
not important, or has nothing to do its 
students, you could not be more wrong. Colleges look for 
accredited schools with a good score. 

The process of accredidation may sound easy, but there 
is a lot more to it then that. The two day process involves over 
200 people, and is very time consuming. When students are 
asked where they go to high school, they should be proud to say 
that they go to the highly accredited Portage High School.
